SEAPLANE OF RUM 
FLEET CAPTURED 


Takes Craft as It Is

radio message received by coast 
guard officials at the barge offive 
from the officers of the coast guard 
cutter Mojave announced that tor 
the first time since the war on sulin 


runners was declared, a seaplane 
iad been captured off Rum Row 
yesterday afternoon, 

Capt. Jacobs, in charge of the 
coast guard, said his information 
was that the seaplane Lorraine II 
had been captured by officers of 
the Mojave as it was attempting to 
establish a contact with one of the 
vessels in Rum Row. 

The Mojave is believed to have 
been cruising off Fire Island when 
the plane was captured. If the 
crew of the plane were attempting 
to establish contact with vessels in 
the rum fleet at the time they 
were captured, coast guard offi- 
clals expressed the opinion that the 
vessel or vessels with which «on- 
tact was sought are also liable to 
seizure, irrespective of whether 
they are 10 or 100 miles off shore.

cesigning from the bank. 

He ad mitted that when he asked 
an officer of the bank fora job

he made the ltucrease conditional 
upon the employment of Faris. 

He corroborated earlier versions 
of his disbarment of Charles’ A. 
Karch and Thomas M. Webb, but 
declared he had seen a revolver in 
Karch's packet in the courtroom 
before he disbarred him. He de- 
nied that he flourished a revolver 
a few minutes later. or that he said 
if any shooting was to be done he 
intended to shoot first.

Moths and Bugs Killed 


Tank in Test 


Government Expert Experiments With St. 
Louisan’s Device to Bring Age of 
Pestless Housekeeping. 


MAN 1S BROTHER 
OF POLICEMAN 


A number of bugs, beetles, wormy 
and moths were martyrs to science 
yesterday. They died in tests coa- 
ducted by a Government expert ot 
the Department of Agriculture, The 
purpose of the tests was to obserte 
the effectiveness of a vacuum va'lit 
invented by Tilden W. Orcutt, a 
storage company official, who be- 
lieves that his apparatus will prove 
to be certain death to the vermin 
and insects that infest clothes, food 
ecarpets and furniture. 

The Depurtment of Agriculture .s | 
interested in the tests because this 
is believed to be the first time that 
a vacuum has been employed as a 
bug killer. The most fastidious of 
housewives would have been inter- 
ested in the tests because they 
raised hopes of an age of mothies 
housekeeping. The bugs were in- 
terested in the tests because thay 
hed to be. 

The tests settled. a number of 
hitherto undetermined issues. It 
was proved that some bugs dia 
harder than others, but it was clear 
that they all died with equal thor- 
oug hness., 

Vacuum Kills Moth. 

For instance, take the case of 
Tineola Biselliella, which is the 
name under which the ordinary 
household moth masquerades in 
polite scientific society. As every 
harassed housewife knows, these 
insects can make the best draper- 
ies, carpets and garments look like 
So many second-hand rags. The 
insect lives from two months to 
two years in the course of its life 
circle, but in the vacuum it {fs 
quickly dessicated whether in the 
stage of egg, larvae, cocoon or 
moth.

Lee Thompson, a Collinsville p»- 
Hiceman, today identified as hs 
brother, J. 8S. Thompson, the body 
of a man, shot seven times, which 
was found in a ditch five miles 
north of Granite City, yesterday. 

Thompson and Chief of Police 
Jones of Collinsville appeared at 
the Granite City morgue at noon 
today where Thompson sald his 
brother left home early yesterday 
and did not return. He refused tv 
give any further information but 
returned immediately to Collina- 
ville where the body was sent a 
few minutes later. 

Madison County authorities were 
working with a few slender clews 
to identify the slajn man, when the 
brother appeared. They had a 
sheet of ruled writing paper bear- 
ing a name and address, which was 
found in his vest pocket, but the 
blood from his wounds had made 
most of the penciled notation il- 
legible. Under a magnifying glass 
the name appeared to be “J. 8. 
Tomason” or “J. 8S. Tomalson,”’ but 
all that remained visible of the 
town name were the last letters, 
“ville.” An Elks’ pin was on his 
coat, and Thompson, it developed, 
was a member of the East St. Louis 
Elks’ lodgé. 

The body was found at 3 p. m. 
yesterday by James Butler and El-- 
mer Parks of Granite City who had 
driven into the country. They had 
stopped on’ the Horseshoe Lake 
road at the Troy & Eastern Rail-

If a success, the 
vacuum treatment will save manu- 
facturers dd dealers of uphol- 
stered furniture great sums of 
money, now lost because there is 
no safe and economic way to kill 
the pests that eat the upholstering 
and even bore holes through the 
wood. The new device, he said, 
will eliminate the costly and dan- 
gerous use of hydrocyanic acid gas, 
one of the very few chemicals 
which are effective.

IN POWER OR 6.0.P. 
RULE DISCUSSED 


Igoe and’ Miller Speak to 
Overflew Crowds and 
Latter Makes Attack on 
Nonpartisan Plea. 


DEMOCRAT EXPECTS 
“ALERT OPPOSITION” 


If Elected, Igoe Says He 
Wants Opposing Party to 
Point Oat Errors in Judg- 
ment and Weakness. 


The mayoralty campaign re- 
solved itself last night into a dis- 
cussion of whether a minority party 
representation or a solid phalanx 
of Republicans in official positions 
would best serve the interests of 
the city for the next four years. 
The leaders of the opposing sides 
were, of course, tne standard bear- 
ers of the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties, William L. Igoe and 
Victor J. Miller, respectively. 

Both spoke at overflow gather- 
ings. Igoe presented his appeal tu 
a crowd which filled Kulage’s Hall, 
Warne and Kossuth avenues, to the 


doors and then stepped into the 
side yard to repeat his address to 
those who could not ge. in the hall. 
This was in' the Twenty-first Ward. 

Miller delivered his principal ad- 
dress at Euclid Hall, Euclid and 
McPherson avenues, and attacked 
the issue of nonpartisanship which 
is a central plank in the Democritic 
campaign. He said the Democrat- 
ic machine was incapable of non- 
partisanship and that the people 
had not seen fit to place it in pow- 
er here for 16 years. This address 
was delivered in the Twenty-fifth 
Ward. The rarrow limits of the 
hall forced him to speak again to 
an overflow crowd. 

Congressman Newton Speaks. 

Congressman Cleveland A. New- 
ton took up where Miller surren- 
dered the burden and called for an 
undivided responsibility in the mu- 
nicipal government. He said the 
election of a Democrat would serve 
no useful purpose and that experi- 
ence showed division of party re- 
sponsibility did not promote prog- 
ress in public affairs. In support 
of this statement he pointed to th- 
curtailment of the efforts of “@¢ 
great President by an unfriendly 
Congress controlled by a combina- 
tion of radicals and Democrats.” 
He carried on to Jefferson City and 
presented the picture of a Repub- 
lican Governor and a Republican 
House and asked what they. could 
accomplish with a Demotratic Sen- 
ate doing all in its power to make 
sure that the Republican admin- 
istration was not a success. 

“If you are seeking accomplish- 
ments you must fix unofficial re- 
sponsibility and thus remove the 
temptation to play politics for p@ 
litical advantage,” Congressman 
Newton said. 


Igoe’s Argument. 

Igoe emphasized his pledge of a 
nonpartisan administration and the 
need for minority representation in 
municipal affairs to “provide the 
checks and balances needed to pre- 
serve the best interests of the pub- 
Lic.” 

“There are some people who 
seem to think that\no government 
of St. Louis is possible unless one 
party is in complete control at the 
city hall,” he said. “They forget, 
apparently, that the biggest and 
best Government in the whole 
world, the Government of the 
United States, has throughout the 
history of this country been the 
joint product of majorities and 
minorities. Experience justifies 
the practice of furnishing checks 
and balances in every kind of gov- 
ernment. The charter of the city 
of St. Louis specifies and requires 
that the membership of certain 
boards and commissiong must Le 
bipartisan. - The purpose of this is 
plain. No one party can maintain 
control of government indefinitely 
without losing some sense of re- 
sponsibility to all the people of the 
community. 

“Those who attempt to justify 
domination of government by a 
single party, and to exclude min- 
crities from a part in the making 
and enforcement of laws, pretend 
that their wish is to prevent con- 
fiicts between the majority and the 
minority. Of course, this a specious 
argument. Opposition does not 
necessarily or. usually mean con- 
flict. On the comtrary a wholesome 
and intelligent opposition is neces- 
sary to the perfection of legislation 
and the impartiality df its enforce- 
ment. 

Expects Alert Opposition. 


“If I am elected Mayor of St. 
Louis I shall expect to have the 
advantage of an intelligent and 
alert opposition..

Begins With Ceremony 


Work Started on Ocean Side of Spot Where 
Dido Is Supposed to Have 
Founded City.

EXCAVATION CAMP CARTH- 
AGE, March 31.—The Franco- 
American expedition’s excavations 
of the site believed to cover the 
ancient forum of Carthage was 
formally inaugurated yesterday 


afternoon. 

With a gilded pick formed to 
represent the sign of the Punic god- 
dess Tanit, and under the flutter- 
ing tricolors of America and France 
and the expedition’s pennant, the 
Grand Duchess Marie Pavlova of 
Russia turned the first earth where 
an antique column jutted out from 
the soil. The Countess De Prorok 
then broke a bottle of champagne 
over the column in the presence of 
prominent local officials, all the 
members of the expedition and the 
staff and many American tourists. 

The real digging will begin to- 
day on this site with 50 men. It 


is the first large scale and thor- 
un- 


oughly scientific attempt to 


cover the glory that was Carthage. 
Delicate negotiations for securing 
the land for the excavations from 
real estate dealers who are bent 
on rebuilding Carthage once more 
as a suburban town have hitherto 
confined the expedition’s energies 
here to work at the sanctuary of 
Tanit and the hill of Juno. Yes- 
terday a deal was closed by which 
three acres was obtained at the 
foot of the Byrsa or citadel where 
tradition says Dfdo founded the 
city, on the side looking towards 
the ancient port, or rather where 
ports are believed to have been, 
for no one yet knows the positive 
topography of Carthage. It is one 
of the expedition’s objects to set- 
tle the controversies over these 
subjects by digging down to the 
facts.

PELLAGRA “YIELDS TO YEAST” 


U. S. Public Health Service Dector 


Announces Discovery. 
By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Pel- 
lagra, dread disease of rural com- 
munities, hag been found to yield 


to dry brewers’ yeast. Dr. Joseph 
Goldberger of the Public Health 
Service, in announcing the discoy- 
ery, said experiments would be 
conducted this summer at the 
Georgia State Sanitarium to deter- 
mine the element in this yeast 
which already has brought about 
cures. The discovery followed eight 
years of study. Pellagra, preva- 
lent chiefly"in the South, is dis- 
closed in its milder forms by such 
Symptoms as emaciation, lassitude 
and eruption of the skin, and in 
severe Cases by insanity and death. 
The»brewers” yeast was found first 
to cure black tongue in dogs, Dr. 
Goldberger said, and further ex- 
periments led to the discovery of 
its effectiveness against pellagra. 
Dry brewers’ yeast, he pointed cut, 
differs somewhat from bakers’ 
yeast, and a much larger quantity 
of the latter is required to provide 
the element that cures pellagra.

—The McCawley motorbus Dill, 
placing bus lines in Missouri! under 
the control and regulation of the 
Missour! Public Service Commis-. 
sion, was passed by the House late 
yesterday, after an amendment was 
adopted that excludes St. Louls and 
other large cities from provisions 
of the act. The vote was 83 to 37. 


The House amended the bill al- 
ready passed by the Senate to a 
point where it hardly is recogniz- 
able in its original form, and is 
filled with inconsistencies. 

The bill will be returned to the 
Senate for concurrence in the 
amendments. It is expected the 
Senate will reject many of the 
amendments, which will result in 
the bill being placed in the hands 
of a Conference Committee. 

Amendment to Bill. 
City representatives opposed to 
sections of the bill depriving cities 
of control over use of their streets 
by busses, succeeded after two days 


from provisions of the act. 

This was done through an 
amendment by Representative Dav- 
idson of St. Louis, which has the 
effect of limiting the Public Serv- 
ice’s supervision toe bus lines oper- 
ating on State highways under the 
control of the State Highway Comm. 
mission and maintained by State 
funds. That would limit the super- 
vision to the 7640-mile State high- 
way system, and exclude the cities 
as well as county roads not a part 
of the State system.

“We treatthe 
police and municipa! courts as low- 
er courts, inferior in dignity and 
social importance, and reserve our) 
respect and financial rewards for 
the courts which try the more seri- 


‘ous offenses or the appellate tribun- 


als. 

“This represents a mistaken sense 
of values. The graver crime, par- 
ticularly when committed by a 
member of the professional or hab- | 
itual criminal class, generally | 
represents a later stage of the o - | 
fender’s career, which has in all 
probability been preceded by lesser | 
crimes. The success of the admin-'| 
Iatration of criminal law as a de- 
terrent of crime will, therefore. be 
effectiveness 
with which the machinery of crim-' 
inal justice deals with the offender

more prominent cases. | 

Should Analyze Routine Cases. 

“If we were wise, we would be | 
analyzing the reporte of the rou- 
tine cases. We are attracted and 
fascinated by the great murder or 
banditry cases and do not stop to 
realize, that perhaps the enforce- 
men of the undramatic tenement 
house laws or health laws might 
have prevented the erfvironment in 
which was sown the seed that grew 
up into these more dramatic and 
fascinating crimes.
